SUT CLAIMED THA CRISTINA HAD BEEN FREED AFTER SHE HHTDC 

TAKEN TO T E NOTICE FOR. VERIFICATION AND THAT THEY WERE 
UNAWARE OF HER CURRENT WHEREABOUTS. AN ANOMOLOUS FACT 
REPORTED BY THE PRESS IS THAT THE ACTION OF THE RS OFFICERS 
WAS MOT REGISTERED IN THE PRECINCT LOG BOOK AND THAT THE 
DISTRICT POLICE CHIEF CLAIMED NOT TO BE AW YM OF THE 
OCCURRENCE, ONLY LEARNING ABOUT THE EVENT THROUGH THE PRESS. 


8. FOLLOWING THE COMMUNIQUE OF THE FEDERAL POLICE 
COMMISSIONER, THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE RS CIVIL POLICE 
ANNOUNCED THAT THE TWO IMPLICATED OFFICERS HAD BEEN SUSPENDED 
AND INDICTED UNDER ARTICLE 350 OF THE POLICE CODE WHICH DEALS 
WITH ABUSE OF AUTHORITY.
